However, several technical/legal concerns were expressed in the letter which should be addressed 
by Town Counsel. Mr. Watkins stated that no major renovations are needed at this time. About 
$700 is spent on heating at the present time and $720 for electricity. The costs to run this 
building would be put in next year’s budget. Mr. Boland said that the building is showing its 
age. This building formerly was the one room Flagg Road School building. Selectmen will look 
into the proper procedure regarding the operation of this building, etc. before allowing the 
Historical Commission to occupy it. DPW Supt. John Boland stated that his best guess would be 
that the Water Department Building would be vacated around March of 1997. 


8:10 p.m. to 8:30 p.m. Planning Board Chairman Charles Gaffney, Town Planner Wayne Thies, 
DPW Superintendent John Boland, and Assistant DPW Supt. Don Buzzell met with the Board to 
discuss inspection fees. The issue of hiring an Inspector employee was discussed. 


John Boland gave a brief overview: The DPW budget for FY ‘97 includes a new staff position 
for engineering assistance to the Public Works Department. This person, among other things, 
would be responsible for the inspection of subdivisions, new homes, site plan approvals - things 
that currently are under the Planning Board. The position would be funded partially through 
recouping fees as to developers for that purpose. In that vain, he has asked the Planning Board 
for its assistance and support in this endeavor and to review its fees. A portion of that position 
will be funded through water revenue and water enterprise fund and pay a fair share. Water rates 
are continually being reviewed. Approximately $20,000 will come from the tax rate. 


Wayne Thies: Over the last 5 years the Planning Board have taken fees for subdivision review 
and administration. It is part of Planning Board’s regulations that it can charge the developer to 
retain consultants to review construction. In 1989 and 1990, things were slow and Public Works 
took it on. Business has picked up and the Planning Board has considered changing that policy 
and again charge the developers for it. The Planning Board fees that they keep for administration 
over the last five years amounted to almost $50,000 - roughly averaging $10,000/year. The 
Building Dept., which gets it after the Planning Board, that is different. That department has 
been bringing in close to $150,000 a year in fees. The Planning Board and John Boland have not 
worked out exactly what they would charge developers for the cost of construction inspection. 
Several communities have a fee per foot per mile. Northborough tacks on $100 for every lot 
released. A formula should be set up and a policy set. Southborough’s fees are way too low 
compared to other communities. 
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Mr. Gaffney stated that the Planning Board hasn’t had the inspections on the subdivisions that it 
needs. The extra person is needed to go out and physically note issues such as the drainage in the 
subdivisions. 


The subject of the Inspector employee was discussed at length, especially as to how it would 
save money for the town in the long run. Selectmen said that there is more work to be done by 
them on this issue and that they would be in touch with the Planning Board before Town Meeting 
and before going to the Advisory Committee so that answers can be given to the Advisory 
Committee re its concerns. 


8:30 p.m. to 9:45 p.m, Meeting with Fairview Drive residents regarding their concerns with the 
activity on John Garabedian’s property at 24 Fairview Drive. Mary Westland (20 Fairview 
Drive) stated that she and her neighbors are concerned that Mr. Garabedian is expanding his 
airport and asked that it be stopped. She gave a status report on permits obtained to date and 
listed many concerns on the activities, especially the great number of trucks bringing in fill. The 
latest permit request for a second hanger was denied by Building Inspector Robert Garfield. Mr. 
Garabedian has the right to apply to the Zoning Board of Appeals. Residents stated that the 
roads are being damaged by the many dirt filled trucks. Mrs. Westland read letter dated March 
11 addressed to Mr. Garfield listing all the abutters concerns and attached supporting documents. 
Selectmen will direct Town Counsel Busconi to review all this information, point by point. 
Selectman Parry pointed out that airstrips have to be an accessory use. There is no buffer on Mr. 
Garabedian’s property to protect the abutters. The second building is the issue. He feels that 
there should be a Special Permit requirement for new airstrips that would not affect current 
airstrips. After Mr. Garabedian received the Cease and Desist Order by Mr. Garfield, he 
continued his activity. The abutters asked that this Cease and Desist Order be enforced. Mary 
Westland stated that he has already violated this Order twice. The Selectmen will contact Mr. 
Garabedian to hear his side regarding his activities. Selectmen will ask Town Counsel to file in 
Superior Court a Complaint for Injunctive and Declaratory Relief against John Garabedian.

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Board discussed March 30 letter from Ann R. Deschamps, 272 Cordaville Road, which asked for 
a posted speed limit on Cordaville Road (Rt. 85) in the vicinity of the Autosmith gas station 
(264 Cordaville Road). Since there is a 30 m.p.h. speed limit posted for this area, Selectmen 
instructed the Police Chief to monitor the bus stop areas for speeding vehicles.

Board VOTED unanimously to approve the expenditure of $2,000 from the engineering fund for 
a survey to be done on the Ledge Hill Road/Sears Road intersection to have appropriate drawings 
made of that intersection. 


Board noted contribution for Town services in the amount of $500 received from Chapel of the 
Cross, 9 Cordaville Road. 


Board noted that the Town has been selected to receive a Recycling Equipment Grant from DEP. 
Southborough will be awarded 1 roll-off container valued at $4,400.

The Chief believes this restaurant is 
overserving and people are coming out of the restaurant after 
having too much to drink. Someone should be in the parking lot 
to keep the patrons quiet. Chief Colleary stated that he 
believed that the hours should not go back to 1 a.m. He is not 
looking for any more problems. 


Representing the Ipanema was Attorney Steven Kressler. Mr. 
Kressler said that the Police did not corroborate the story. Mr. 
Kavanagh stated that the men were not members of the band at the 
restaurant and did not know if they had been at the restaurant 
that night at all. Attorney Kessler stated the he believes "this 
is clearly a pattern of discrimination against the Brazilian 
population."

7:00 P.M. to 7:05 P.M. Petition by Massachusetts Electric company to locate manholes, wires, 
and ducts, including the necessary sustaining and protecting fixtures, along and across the 
following public way: Northboro Road from Southboro town line to existing Manhole 8, outside 
Northboro Road Substation... installing 2070 feet of (six - 6” and two - 2”) concrete incased Duct 
Bank and (4) manholes as per Plan “New England Power Company, Manhole and Ductline 
Installation, Marlboro/Southboro, Massachusetts, Manhole and Ductline Route, (Four Sheets). 
Representing Mass. Electric Co. was Chistopher P. O’Neil. DPW Supt. John Boland has 
reviewed and approved the plan. No abutters were present. The Board VOTED unanimously to 
approve this petition. 


7:05 P.M. to 10:00 P.M. A meeting with the Site Selection Committee to relocate the Post 
Office. Present for the Post Office: was Earle L. Maxwell, Andrew Stein, Donald McNiff, Ann 
Harrison, Stephen L. Rossetti, Kathleen Walker (Real Estate Specialist) and Stephen F. Richards 
(Architect). 

Atty. Shirley Sheriden representing Doug Curtiss, owner of the preferred site introduced Michael 
Gorman, Gorman Richardson Architects, who presented the proposal for the Rt. 9 site. 
Presently, Mr. Curtiss runs a landscape and retail business at the site. He proposes to vacate 
most of the building and renovate it for use as a post office. He would have a retail business on 
the site, only his landscape business, and the post office. The building would remain as it exists 
with mostly interior renovations. 
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Kathleen Walker, Real Estate Specialist then related the fact that the post office placed an ad last 
fall and received eight proposals of which five were workable. The Site Selection Committee 
chose the Vanni Site on Middle Rd. that abuts the Curtiss Site. After being denied by the Zoning 
Board of Appeals for a variance for operating commercial use in a residential zone, the 
committee readvertised in February, 1996 and received 12 proposals of which eight were 
workable. The vote for the Curtiss Site was unanimous. The Site Selection Committee will meet 
again after tonight’s meeting and consider all the comments and report back to the Town with 
their final decision. 


Edward Gardiner, Rizzo Assoc., hired by Mr. Curtiss, talked about the traffic safety issues. He 
stated that the business on this location now has 250 trips on the week days and up to 600 trips 
on the weekend. The proposed use by the post office would generate 600 trips every day, plus 
the landscape trips. There have been no accidents or complaints as to the site itself. Rt. 9 is now 
being resurfaced and Mass. Highway is adding an acceleration and a deceleration lane to the Rt. 
85 interchange. The State is also limiting the movements at the Middle Road intersection to right 
turns only and left turns from Route 9 to Middle Road. Other uses on this site could generate 
600 to 700 trips. A restaurant could generate 3,000 to 4,000 trips. The Post Office also is closed 
at peak traffic times. Most other retail operations are open at peak traffic times. 


The Chairman then recognized Bill Pezzoni, Attorney for Bob DePietri, developer of the Rt. 85 
site. Ms. Walker objected to discussing any other site. She stated that they were here to only 
discuss the Curtiss Site and not any of the other proposals. Chairman McAulliffe state that he 
understood their position but requested that Mr. Pezzoni proceed. Mr. Pezzoni indicated that 
they would be demolishing the existing building and constructing a new 6,600 s.f. facility for the 
post office and also a 42,820 s.f. retail space separate from the post office. There is in place a 
full curb cut with access from both directions. There are oil tanks to be removed and the owner 
will be conducting a 21E study within the next 30 days. DEP has ruled that there is no 
upgradient pollution from the site. 


The Selectmen then read into the record the following letters: 
Kathleen Walker, Real Estate Specialist for the Post Office, dated April 29, 1996 
Wayne Thies, Town Planner dated May 7, 1996 
Fire Chief Peter Phaneuf dated May 2, 1996 
Police Chief William J. Colleary, Jr. dated May 1, 1996 
Peter Donohue, Mass Highway dated April 24, 1996 
Senator John Kerry dated May 6, 1996 
Representative Barbara Gardner dated May 6, 1996 
All these letters, with the exception of the Fire Chief’s letter which addressed the 21E issue on 
the Rt. 85 site and Kathleen Walker’s letter, preferred the Rt. 85 site. 


Several of the residents made statements that emphasized the lack of convenient access and the 
traffic safety concerns with the Rt. 9 site. Mass. Highway plans on eliminating U-turns at 
Middle Road. Therefore to return East on Rt. 9 one would have to either make a U-turn on Route 
9, Middle Road, or go south or north on Middle Road and find their way onto Rt. 85 to the 
interchange at Rt. 9 or travel west to the Crystal Pond Road intersection and take a U-turn at 
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Crystal Pond Road. All these options have safety issues, crossing 4 to 6 lanes of fast traveling 
traffic on Rt. 9, putting additional traffic on narrow winding roads or using an intersection such 
as Middle Road or Crystal Pond Road, both of which have a history of serious accidents. These 
routes also take you one or two miles or so out of one’s way. Gary Grant of the School 
Committee expressed a concern that the Town is building a new Middle School on Parkerville 
Rd. not far from the Rt. 9 site. This will add additional traffic and safety issues in that location. 


Jean Wynn of 12 Wood St. presented a petition of more than 800 signatures supporting the Rt. 85 
site. 


Gary Grant of the Schoo] Committee asked Ms. Walker to explain why the committee chose this 
site. She responded because there were no environmental issues, the site is zoned highway 
business, access to the site is available and it is in the center of Town. 


All three Selectmen expressed their preference for a Rt. 85 site for the following reasons: 


1. Vehicular Safety: All vehicles leaving the Rt. 9 site must make U-turns at the 
dangerous intersection at Middle Road or at Crystal Pond Road, or the 
vehicles must use Middle Road like the Vanni site (which has ultimately been 
rejected by the post office). 


2. The Route 85 site will be accessible by sidewalk along Route 85. 


3. Convenient Access: Prohibiting U-turns is being contemplated by the town 
and State. This will cause vehicles leaving the site to travel 1 to 2 miles out of 
the way to go east or to cross 3 to 6 lanes of traffic on Rt. 9 to go South. 


4. Permits from the State: The State will require a curb cut permit and filing of 
Environmental Notification Form at the Rt. 9 Site. This may cause delays and 
is not required on the Rt. 85 Site. 


5. Creating a New Village Center: The Post Office would be part of a new 
commercial center and being part of this center would attract more business 
for them. 


Chairman McAuliffe thanked the Post Office Officials for coming and the meeting adjourned at 
10:00 P.M.

However 
unless legislation was drafted to shift the liability to the state for the years of service 
in the county, the towns in the Worcester County Retirement System would be 
responsible for that portion of the pension approximately $20 million. 

e Assessment Liability - Each Town, Regional School or housing authority that is 
member of the Worcester Retirement System pays an annual assessment based on 
their total payroll. The portion paid by Worcester County would have to be 
apportioned to all the other members of the group if the county is dissolved and the 
state does not take over that liability. The amount for Southborough over 4 years is 
$323,548. 

Mr. Donoghue urged the Selectmen to contact their legislators to make them aware of these issue 
and to lobby for the state to not just take of the county’s assets but also the liabilities caused by 
the abolishing of this form of government. The Board of Selectmen instructed Ms. Conlin to 
draft a letter to Representative Gardner and Senator Durand regarding these concerns.

SCHEDULED MEETINGS 


7:50 p.m. Re site plan for two proposed office buildings (totaling 44,000 sq. ft.) at Deerfoot 
Road and Turnpike Road (Route 9 West). Present for the Planning Board were: Chairman 
Charles Gaffney and Town Planner Wayne Thies. The Planning Board had a site plan hearing on 
September 23 and has continued the hearing for two weeks in order to receive input from the 
Selectmen as well as from S E A Consultants. Planning Board reached an agreement as far as 
landscaping and made one waiver on the setbacks and the number of trees on Route 9. That was 
the only waiver that was asked for. Concern was expressed at a prior meeting regarding 
acceleration and deceleration lanes coming out of the site. The developer said he would be 
willing to (with the Town’s support) address the turn off Deerfoot Road. Planning Board has to 
go to Conservation Commission to see if there is wetland in the area. If there is not, the 
developer is willing to improve the radius on the corner. Signage was discussed. They are 
proposing a sign on the building. A second sign would require a ZBA Special Permit. As they 
have no tenant yet, they have not finalized their site plan. The Selectmen cautioned the Planning 
Board in approving the site plan with no definite signage, it should be noted in the site plan 
approval vote. The developer then would have to come back for sign approval. The Board of 
Selectmen VOTED unanimously to approve the site plan endorsing all the recommendations of 
the Planning Board with the additional suggestion that the Deerfoot Road/Route 9 intersection be 
re-engineered, subject to the final approval of the Board of Health, Conservation Commission, 
Planning Board and other required town boards. 


8:00 p.m. Soccer field on Liberty Drive (near Liberty Estates Subdivision) was discussed. Bud 
Kluge represented the soccer teams. Town Planner Wayne Thies was also present. Mr. Kluge 
explained that there are eight teams - 4 games are played on Saturdays - 1 game on Sunday. 
Parking congestion is caused by the overlapping of teams coming and going involving 
approximately 40 cars. If people park on both sides of the street, it makes it difficult to go 
between the vehicles, and hard to see the children coming out between the cars to cross the street. 
Several abutters expressed their concerns and made suggestions to alleviate the problem. One 
abutter said that vehicles are continually turning around in his driveway and suggested 
perpendicular parking to avoid this problem. Parking signs are needed instructing people where 
and how to park. It would be better for cars to park on one side only. Mr. Thies said he would 
have to check the original agreement with regard to open space. Selectmen agreed to have the 
DPW put up temporary signs until proper ones can be installed. Police Dept. will monitor 
parking at the field. Signs are to say: No Parking on West Side (field side) and Perpendicular 
Parking Only (across the street from the field).

However, it was stated by several attendees that the 
financial costs should be the factor least considered in the determination of hardship by the 
Conservation Commission. Therefore, the Advisory Committee stated that they would only 
review the estimates if they were asked by the Conservation Commission and that they would 
require a consultant to help them with that review.

Dear Bob: 


Pursuant to our conversations of the past several days, I have been attempting to contact Mr. 
David Backlin of the SBAB regarding the issue of what project component would and would not 
be eligible for State reimbursement if the Parkerville Road entrance to the Middle School site 
were to be deleted from the design. This moming I was able to reach Mr. Backlin and place the 
issue before him in what I believe was an accurate and complete manner. He mentioned that he 
had been previously contacted by someone whose name he could not recall but who left him with 
the impression that she was either on the Building Committee or connected with the School 
Administration, and that she had posed the question differently and thus received an answer from 
him not completely accurate or pertinent to the actual situation as I had now explained it. 


My question to Mr. Backlin was as follows: if we deleted the Parkerville Road access to the 
Middle School, could we still do changes, improvements and repairs to the roadway system, 
parking lots and landscape areas around the Neary School, and have this work included in the 
Middle School project and, therefore, reimbursable? Mr. Backlin’s answer was that if we entered 
the Middle School site only from Deerfoot Road and didn’t use the present Neary roadway 
system as a component of our new access, there would be no reimbursement available for work 
on the Neary system or associated landscape areas. 


The second question I asked Mr. Backlin derived from a recent conversation I had with Joe 
Kasevich and concerned relocation of play field areas potentially lost due to realignment, 
relocation or adding to the Deerfoot Road access drive(s). Mr. Backlin answered that the fields 
could be relocated anywhere on our site (meaning the entire parcel) where they had reasonable 
access from the Middle School such as connecting roadways or foot paths. However, under no 
circumstances could Department of Education funds be used to build fields off site in other parts 
of Town. 


I hope this memorandum is responsive to your concems and would be pleased to discuss these 


issues further if you require. /

In order to properly relate to a primary entrance from Deerfoot Road, it would be necessary to onent the front of 
the building toward the playing ficlds and track area Using the existing building design this would be 
accomplished by rotating the plan 90° counterclockwise. The main public building entrance with its portico, porch 
and lobby serving the auditorium and the administration suite would then be in the correct relationship to the 
drive, bus loop and main parking area 


However, other functions of the building plan must also maintain correct relationships, These include the “back 

door” where the mechanical room, loading dock and electrical transformer are located and the important 

secondary public entrance serving the gymnasium Rotating the building to correctly position the main entrance 

places the loading dock and service yard facing out over the meadow toward the Neary School, forming the view 

from Parkerville Road and the Neary drive. Obviously this design solution is wrong and would never be proposed 
— by an architect or accepted by a client. 


Rotating the building 90° also has a very unfortunate effect on the gymnasium entrance, orienting it to the back of 
the property. If the internal building plan relationships remain unchanged, this entrance is actually buried into the 
hillside facing the rear property lines of the houses along Deerfoot Road. This situation is not only poor design, 
but impossible to construct in a manner which will permit the entrance to be uscd. 


A building is designed as a whole even though the whole is composed of many parts. These parts fit together in 
relationships with each other and in relationship to the site. A proper design respects both interpal and external 
relationships of all functions and parts. In the specific casc of the Middle School, a complete redesign of the 
building would be necessary if the primary entrance were changed to face the Deerfoot Road entrance dnve. The 
component parts would need to be separated and recombined in a very different sequence, effectively requiring a 
complete new set of contract documents from all disciplines. Cost of the work necessary to accomplish this would 
be in the range of $250,000-$300,000 at a minimum. ,

Public Hearing was held on dog barking complaint: residents of Meadow Lane 
vs. Juliet Movitz, 22 Meadow Lane. Chairman read September 23 letter to Juliet Movitz from the 
Selectmen scheduling this hearing. Chairman also read September 11 letter of complaint signed by 
residents of Meadow Lane. All present who planned to testify swore to tell the truth. Selectmen 
informed the residents that the Board had just received via FAX a copy of “Offer to Purchase Real 
Estate” that Ms. Movitz had placed a deposit on property at 579 Pleasant Street, Marlboro and title 
should pass on November 22, 1996.

Board noted October 5 letter from Jack and Louise Barron regarding safety conditions of Sears Road 
and asked the Selectmen to direct the DPW to paint a single yellow line up the center of Sears Road and 
also requested that the pavement be widened where needed. Selectmen felt that this is probably one of 
the most rural roads in Southborough. There are some people who live on Sears Road who do not want 
it widened, straightened or have yellow lines painted down the middle. When the Route 85 bridge is 
opened, there should be significantly less traffic on Sears Road. Mass. Highway Department has assured 
the Town that the bridge will be opened on November 15, 1996. The cost of doing any major changes or 
improvements and the amount of trees that would have to be taken down would be astronomical The 
impact would be great. The Selectmen were not sure that the widening of the road would solve any 
problems and might make it more dangerous than it is currently. In DPW Supt. John Boland’s 
experience the painting of a yellow line very often has the opposite affect of what are the Barrons 
intentions. Sometimes, when the traffic sees the yellow lines, it will actually speed up believing it is a 
safer road. A wider road would make it more heavily traveled. Selectmen felt that if the residents of 
Sears Road want to come before them and present a case, they will put it on the agenda for discussion. 
No vote was taken as the Board believes it wiser to take no action until after the Route 85 bridge is 
reopened. A letter will be sent to the Barrons. 


Selectmen signed the Warrant for Tuesday, November 5, 1996 State Election. The voting for 
Precinct I will be at the Central Fire Station, 21 Main Street, and for Precinct II at Mary Finn School, 60 
Richards Road. The hours will be from 7:00 a.m. to 8:00 p.m. to cast votes for President and various 
candidates of political parties. 


Board discussed Central Street/Rte. 30 improvement. Town Administrator is to find out from Mass. 
Highway as to when they plan to start this project. The Selectmen would like to schedule an 
informational meeting to meet with the area residents just before the project is to start.

Present: Massachusetts Highway Department District #3 Project Engineer Bill Coyle, 
Representative Barbara Gardner, Fire Chief Peter Phaneuf, Police Chief William Colleary, 
Suzanne Traini (Board of Health), Charles Gaffney (Planning Board), John Boland (DPW Supt.), 
Kevin Moran (Southborough Roads Safety Committee) and many interested citizens. Mr. Coyle 
discussed three plans he presented to the Board and residents present: Concept A, Concept B 
and Concept C. Whichever concept is chosen, Mass. Highway approval is still required. Middle 
Road/Rt. 9 intersection does not meet the warrant for a traffic light. Concept A is a proposed 
pedestrian bridge, Concept B would be an interchange which would be extremely expensive, 
require land taking, and would have a major impact on the owner of the restaurant on Parkerville 
Road (north). Selectmen felt that this would not be a viable option. Concept C is a bridge over 
Route 9 for pedestrians and vehicles but would not have access to Route 9. Representative 
Barbara Gardner stated that there is funding for a pedestrian bridge and the town could apply for 
additional funding if the townspeople want to pursue an overpass. Town Administrator said 
there are two Articles in the Annual Town Meeting Warrant - one for hiring engineering 
consultants (Art. 23) and the other is Article 46 (proposed by the Southborough Roads Safety 
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Committee) to study impact of current/future development on flow of traffic south and north of 
Route 9. Kevin Moran (Chairman) stated that the Road Safety Committee is concerned with 
getting safely across Route 9. More sidewalks are needed. Chief Colleary said that cars are still 
crossing Route 9 at Middle Road. The signs are too small. Bill Coyle said he will try to get 
larger signs (Right Turn Only). Selectman McAuliffe stated that it seems the majority of people 
present want Concept A. More money should be spent on sidewalks. Regarding a pedestrian 
bridge, it should be a gradual one and aesthetically pleasing. If there are any land takings, it is 
the responsibility of the Town. To maintain the bridge would be the responsibility of the Town. 
Mr. Coyle would have to check into whose responsibility would be to maintain the structure of 
the bridge. Kevin Moran will report back to the Board for Selectmen’s March 25 meeting 
regarding the scope for better access.

Landers. 


Selectman McAuliffe stated that the Ewings called the Town House to inquire the status of the 
property located at the corner of Sadie Hutt and Sears Rd. (Map 74 Lot 51). Ms. Guilford, 
Treasurer/Collector, referred them to Town Counsel Fred Busconi. The property is an 
unbuildable lot that the Town owns as result of settlement of a law suit. The Ewings proposed 
that they purchase it from the Town for the back taxes that were owed. They would beautify it 
with landscaping and would agree to a covenant that would prohibit buildings. The Ewings are 
attempting to have their home, the Bradley Estate placed on the National Historic Register. The 
Board of Selectmen agreed at a meeting to save a slot on the agenda for the Annual Town 
Meeting to authorize the sale of the property. Soon after that meeting, it became apparent that 
others were interested in purchasing the property. It was proposed that an auction be held 
restricted to the abutters. 


Mr. Stock had with him notes of a Board of Selectmen meeting held on April 3, 1990. At that 
meeting, he claims he asked the question regarding the status of the land and it was stated that it 
is recreation land. Chairman Christensen stated that he reviewed the minutes of that meeting and 
there was no vote or motion regarding the status of the land. 


Mr. Gibson stated that he inquired in 1993 and wanted to have a meeting with the Selectmen to 
sell the property. He feels that the land if left alone would recover to a natural state. He does not 
want a black chain link fence or rhododendron. Also the kids from the neighborhood should be 
able to walk through that property to access the St. Mark’s path to Marlborough Road. 


Ms. Stock stated that she is proud of the neighborhood. She has lived there since 1985. She is 
concerned about the way it happened. This issue was not on the agenda and the abutters were not 
notified. A friend read about the meeting in the newspaper. She does not want a fence and wants 
the property to remain for an recreation area. If the Ewings relocate their driveway on this lot. 
they may have to blast and she does not want to experience any more blasting such as occurred 
when the houses were being built. 
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Chairman Christensen stated that there are three options: 
1. Move to indefinitely postpone. 
2. Vote to sell the property. 
3. Vote to not sell the property. 


Dr. Ewing stated that when the property was originally developed 100 years ago this lot was 
never open land. The money from the sale of the lot can be used for open space, conservation 
land. He also argued that with the article motion proposed, anyone has the opportunity to 
purchase the lot and the proceeds will go to conservation land. 


Chairman Christensen stated that the developer that bought the land split off this lot and it will 
take town meeting approval to reunite the lots. 


Selectmen McAuliffe stated that the town will offer the land for sale as prescribed in Chapter 
30B. The sale must be registered with the Central Register 30 days before any decision is made.

(May 21) at MWRA headquarters in Charlestown. Two issues still to be resolved is noise and 
truck routes during construction. Board announced that the MWRA contractors will hold an 
- informational meeting for residents at 7 p.m. on June 5 at Fire Headquarters, 21 Main Street, to 
explain the project. 


8:10 p.m. to 8:15 p.m. David Coombs, Ray Grenier and Claire Reynolds (Advisory Committee 
members) met with the Board regarding their being a subcommittee to study fees of various 
boards. They asked for the Selectmen’s support. Board VOTED unanimously to support the 
Advisory Committee’s project regarding fees and stated that all departments will be informed of 
this and will be asked for their cooperation. 


8:20 p.m, to 9:02 p.m. A grievance hearing was held with NAGE union employee 
representatives President, John Hubley and Jennifer Bishop. This is regarding the posting of 
position of Assistant Town Clerk by Town Clerk Paul J. Berry. Selectman McAuliffe had met 
previously with all parties to try to resolve this issue. Mr. Hubley stated that Mr. Berry violated 
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the NAGE contract by changing the job from Administrative Secretary title to Assistant Town 
Clerk. Wages should be negotiated. Mr. Berry stated that under Chapter 41, Section 19, he has 
the power to appoint an Assistant Town Clerk. He felt that this position of Assistant Town Clerk 
is not under the jurisdiction of the union. Therefore, he posted the position with the job 
description of Assistant Town Clerk. Job description is written by Mass. Town Clerk’s Assoc. 
The Assistant Town Clerk has to take over the job of Town Clerk in his absence. According to 
the Selectmen and the union, the payment for this position of Assistant Town Clerk does not fall 
under the Personnel Board Salary Administration Plan nor the union. Question remains: How is 
this individual going to be paid? Mr. Berry felt this is a management position and plans to meet 
with the Personnel Board to get this position approved and to set the wages. Town Counsel 
Frederick Busconi’s 5/13/97 opinion was noted which suggested that issues No. 1 through 4 on 
the NAGE Grievance Complaint Form presented by the Union in their grievances are valid and 
that the resolution desired by the Union be adopted. After listening to both sides, the Board 
VOTED unanimously to accept the recommendation of 1, 3 and 4 of the NAGE Grievance 
Complaint Form, as follows: 


(1) The Town, through its Agent, the Clerk is in violation of Article 1“Recognition” in that by drafting and 
posting the job description as set forth in Exhibit“A”, the Town has failed to recognize Local R1-130 as 
“(he sole and exclusive bargaining agent for the purposes of negotiatingsalaries, wages hours***and 
other conditions of employment” (emphasis supplied). The duties as set forth in Exhibit “A” are 
inconsistent with a managerial position and are not casual in nature. 


(3) The Town, through its Agent, the Clerk, is in violation of Article XIX “Wages and Merit System” in 
that Exhibit “A” holds that the “Grade/Step (are) Negotiable” whereas Article XIX specifically sets forth 
that the only applicable grades are one (1) through (3), whereas Exhibit “A” allows for negotiations between 
the applicant and the Town. 


(4) The Town, through its Agent, the Clerk, is in violation of Article XXII“New Personnel” in that this 
article requires that “The hiring rate shall be at the minimum of the rate range of the job for the new 
employee, unless otherwise authorized by the Board of Selectmen” (emphasis supplied). The job posting 
(Exhibit “A”) allows for rates other than the minimum to apply, through negotiations by and between the 
applicant and the Town.

Storage of Excess Topsoil From the Site of the New Middle School. Joe Kacevich (Chairman of 


the Recreation Facilities Committee) and Bob Depietri (Chairman of School Building 
Committee) discussed all the various sites which need topsoil.

SCHEDULED APPOINTMENTS 


7:00 p.m. to 9:15 p.m. Continued discussion re Chapter 61A Lebewohl parcel (off Nichols 
Street). Chairman stated that this was the third meeting on this issue. Chairman asked if anyone 
had a petition asking the Selectmen to hold a Special Town Meeting. No petition was was 
presented. Issue now is whether or not to pass Town’s purchase option to a nonprofit land 
conservation group. 


Letter dated July 7 from Wayne Thies, Town Planner, was read which stated that if the houses in 
the proposed development sell for an average of $500,000 they would generate about $6,600/year 
in taxes. Assessors estimated that the new tax rate would rise to about $15.50 due to the new 
school which would then generate @ $7,750/house. June 27 letter from Open Space Preservation 
Commission was read including a copy of letter which was sent to Mr. A. Badger Blackett of The 
Trust For Public Lands. Board read letter dated July 8 from Attorney William Pezzoni (rep. the 
petitioner and the proposed developer KEPA Homes of Southborough) who was present. This is 
merely a letter of intent and Town Counsel stated that it is not a legal document. Mr. Pezzoni 
agreed to draw up a document. 


Town Counsel Busconi was present and discussed the following questions: 


1. Does the purchase and sale agreement submitted by Mr. Lebewohl comply with 
Chapter 61A and therefore gives the Town proper notice? Answer: Yes 

2. If the Town elects to assign the rights to a nonprofit, when are the payments due? 
Answer: Payments have to comply with the Purchase & Sale Agreement 

3. What if the Assignee defaults? Answer: Look at Purchase & Sale Agreement - see 
whatever the default calls for. The Purchase & Sale Agreement is a fundamental 
contract between the seller and the buyer or assignee - whoever - they must 
comply with the Agreement. 

4. What if the buyer, in this case Jose Martin, defaults? Answer: Falls under the terms 
of the Purchase and Sales Agreement. 

5. If the Town assigns the rights, is it required to publicize to whom and the terms of the 
assignment prior to a public meeting to discuss this issue? Answer: The terms of 
the assignment of rights would have to be voted at a public meeting as to whether 
or not they are going to assign it or not assign it. 
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6. Ifthe town decides to purchase the property, when and how much does it have to pay 
for the property? Answer: The fundamental document is the Purchase and Sales 
Agreement. It must be complied with. 


Presented to the Selectmen was a petition from Southborough Citizens for Responsible 
Development which contained 747 signatures. Petition encouraged the Selectmen “to establish a 
standard for responsible development of open space by assigning the development contract on 69 
acres of land currently classified under Chapter 61A to a nonprofit organization specializing in 
land conservation.” 


Mr. Badger Blackett, Senior Project Manager, was present and spoke for The Trust for Public 
Lands, 33 Union Street, 4th Floor, Boston 02108. His group is interested in helping the town 
conserve as much of the parcel as possible. Since another meeting will be held on August 5, it 
will allow the Trust to develop a more specific plan for the parcel. Ron McAdow of the Open 
Land Foundation stated they encourage working with the towns for public land foundation and 
endorse private contributions. 


Board VOTED unanimously to meet on August 5 at 7 p.m. to continue this meeting. 


; 9:20 p.m. to 9:40 p.m. Public Hearing on application by MWRA for 
a license to store 1,400 pounds of explosives on property located at 256 Boston Road (nearest 


cross street: New York Avenue). The Board asked applicant and Fire Chief Phaneuf if they 
minded if the Lebewohl discussion could continue on and the Board would continue the MWRA 
hearing at 8:30 p.m. Applicant and Fire Chief agreed. The Board VOTED unanimously to 
continue the MWRA hearing at about 8:30 p.m. It was noted that a legal ad had been published 
in the Worcester Telegram on June 27, 1997. Abutters had been duly notified and certified 
receipts were filed with Selectmen. Representing MWRA was John Chritchfield, Authority 
Senior Construction Manager, who gave the presentation and explained that the tunnel will go 
for a 5-mile stretch through Southborough. The blasting is needed to put in a machine which will 
then excavate the tunnel. Fire Chief Phaneuf said that measures will be taken to ensure safety 
while the dynamite is stored in the area such as a chain-link fence with barbed wire and video 
surveillance cameras surrounding it plus a burglar alarm system. The Chief requested that the 
Selectmen grant the license with the seven conditions listed in his July 8, 1997 letter. This 
license is issued only for a period of one year and cannot be reissued by the Selectmen without 
an additional public hearing. Since no abutters appeared for or against this license, the Board 
VOTED unanimously to grant a License to Massachusetts Water Resources Authority to store 
1,400 Ibs of explosives on property located at 256 Boston Road (nearest cross street: New York 
Avenue) with restrictions as listed in July 8, 1997 letter from Fire Chief Peter F. Phaneuf. 
Restrictions are as follows: 


1. That the construction and management of the explosive magazine meet, at minimum, all applicable 
Federal, State regulations. 

2. That the construction and management of the explosives magazine meet, at minimum, all the agreed- 
to terms as stated in the MOA between the Town and the MWRA. 

3. That the issuance of this license is subject to a “Permit to Store Explosives” by the Southborough 
Chief. 
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4. It is understood that failure to conform to the above-mentioned regulations will result in the revocation 
of the Permit. 

5. The proponent will submit a scientific risk analysis study of the seismographic effects and the 
potential damage to the dam should the 1400 pounds of explosives accidentally detonate. This study 
will include the projected ground vibrations at the most highly effected points along the structure and 
at the toe. 

6. That license be issued for a period of one year. It is understood that the license could be reissued by 
the Selectmen without additional public hearings unless 

7. The State fire Marshall’s office has requested that the proponent submit a risk analysis study stating 
the effects on buildings in proximity to the magazine should the 1400 pounds of explosives 
accidentally detonate.

8:25 p.m. Chapter 61A Haseotes Property- Attorney William Baker, representing Pulte Home 
Corp., the developer for the Haseotes Property, stated that the plans are very much in the 
preliminary stages. He did not have much information to share. Next week they would be 
conducting the soil tests and delineating the wetlands on the following week. He stated that 
Pulte Home Corp. is a national company that has developments in Waltham and Wayland. The 
development proposed for Southborough is 60 units for age 55 and older and will be upscale, 
$400,000. 


The thirty to forty residents present raised concerns regarding traffic, safety, drainage, clear 
cutting the property, and the high cost of the units--too expensive for Southborough residents.

There was also discussion regarding the preliminary proposals by seven developers to construct 
senior housing. It was suggested that the by-law be amended to limit the number of units for 
seniors in Town and to exclude the wetlands from being included in the calculation to determine 
the number of units permitted to be developed. 


The Board of Selectmen VOTED unanimously to continue the discussion on September 2, 1997. 
The neighborhood, boards, committees and non-profit conservation organizations will be notified 
of the meeting. 


9:50 p.m. Lebewohl Property, Pine Hill - Kolleen Rask, Southborough] Citizens for 
Responsible Development stated the commitments of their organization and the purpose of the 
assignment of property. She then asked the Selectmen what they were anticipating from her in 
order to decide whether or not to assign the Pine Hill property. The Selectmen isaid that they 
wanted a proposal to compare to the proposal of the buyer of the property, Jose, Martin, Kepa 
Homes. The Selectmen needed to know the basic layout or concept plan, how a units, how 
much open space, how it was to be funded and how much of the funding is public dollars. 
Badger Blackett, TheTrust for Public Land, stated that they would present to the Baard before the 
meeting a proposal that will show at least the 51 percent in open space as required under the 
statute. The economic impact will be presented and if there is any financial involvement for the 
Town. They will be unable to know the engineering by August 5. Senator Robert Durand is 
investigating MWRA or MDC funds. 


10:20 p.m. Open Space Plan- Susan Ziegler very briefly outlined the Open Space Plan. She also 
indicated that the last issue to be addressed is prioritizing the open space property. Badger 
Blackett, The Trust for Public Land reviewed options for funding open space. Self-help funds 
are available from the State. He talked about the Towns of Boxford and Shrewsbury. who passed 
borrowing authorization articles to purchase open sapce that were exempted from Prop. 2 1/2.

The fence is required for the safety of the children so that they do not run 
into the nearby street or the handicap parking space.

Selectmen VOTED unanimously to sign Agreement with Browning-Ferris Industries (BFI). 
Term of the Agreement: July 1, 1997 through June 30, 1998. This Agreement permits BFI to 
use the Transfer Station for the sole purpose of disposing of the Town’s residential customers’ 
solid waste. 


RIGHT-OF-WAY SIGN POLICIES 


No signs (including existing signs) are permitted in the right of way except for:

Municipal signs. 

2. Board of Selectmen approved direction or information signs for non-profit religious institutions, and 
non-profit service organizations. The institution or organization must submit a drawing of the sign and 
a plan indicating the location of the sign for the Board of Selectmen’s approval. The sign shall not 
exceed 2 sq. ft. The cost of the sign and installation of the signs must be borne by the petitioner. 

3. Board of Selectmen approved direction signs for public recreational facilities which are not located on a 
major or through road and are therefore difficult for the public to find. The facility must submit a 
drawing of the sign and a plan indicating the location of the sign for the Board of Selectmen’s approval. 
The sign shall not exceed 2 sq. ft. The cost of the sign and installation of the signs must be borne by 
the petitioner. 

4. Signs identifying residential neighborhoods, if approved by the Planning Board in the Subdivision 

Approval Process or by the Board of Selectmen on an accepted Town road. The sign shall not exceed 

20 sq. ft. The cost of the sign and installation of the signs must be borne by the petitioner 


Planning Board Chairman Charles Gaffney stated that the Planning Board at this time has no 
additional comments to make with this policy. 


Therefore, the Board of Selectmen VOTED unanimously to adopt the Selectmen’s policy 
regarding signs in the public right-of-way as presented by Building Inspector Peter Johnson and 
Town Administrator Janice Conlin. Richard Seder of Valley Road asked that the signs requested 
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will enhance the appearance of the neighborhood. The Selectmen assured him that all requests 
for signs must come before the Board and will be reviewed for approval or rejection. 


Liberty Estates. Board VOTED unanimously to approve the sign as submitted by Liberty Estates 
Association to be placed at each entrance at Constitution and Liberty Drives. The size of the sign 
was modified to conform to the sign by-law, according to Kay Cox (25 Constitution Drive). 


Stonybrook Golf Course. Board noted July 20 letter from Kevin Sullivan regarding a sign placed 
at Boston and Valley Roads. No one from Stonybrook appeared at this meeting. Therefore the 
Board VOTED to postpone action on the request for this sign as no one has submitted a scheme 
for the Board to review. 


Richard Seder (Valley Road) asked if there was a procedure in place that when a petitioner 
requests sign approval the people in the neighborhood impacted by the sign would have a chance 
to see and comment on the sign before it is approved. Chairman Parry suggested that Dr. Seder 
consult with Town Administrator and the Planning Board for language to be added to the sign 
policy which would make it the obligation of the petitioner to notify the neighbors. This issue 
can be addressed at the next agenda of the Board of Selectmen.

Continued public hearing on Chapter 61A Lebewohl Property, 
consisting of approx. 69.26 acres of land, being a portion of premises shown on Assessors’ Map 
79, Parcel 40, Nichols and Pine Hill Roads. Attending this meeting were: Robert Lebewohl, Jose 
Martins, Attorney William Pezzoni, Badger Blackett (rep. Trust for Public Land), Kolleen J. 
Rask (55 Pine Hill Road) rep. Southborough Citizens for Responsible Development, Planning 
Board, Open Space Preservation Commission, Advisory Committee, Whitney Beals (Sudbury 
Valley Trustees), residents of Pine Hill Road and many other residents. Chairman read Town 
Counsel Frederick A. Busconi’s letter dated August 1 stating that he has reviewed August 1, 
1997 Contractual Agreement between Robert A. Lebewohl, Jose F. Martins d/b/a KEPA Homes 
of Southborough (developer) and the Town of Southborough and stated that it is acceptable and 
binding. At the end of the meeting Attorney William M. Pezzoni presented to the Selectmen the 
document signed by Jose Martins and Robert A. Lebewohl. Chairman Parry read August 1 letter 
from Joseph Kacevich, Chairman of Recreation Facilities Committee regarding the Lebewohl 
property. Mr. Blackett presented the Trust’s analysis of the development. He handed out a sheet 
listing two development alternatives. Alt.#1 had fifteen lots and assumed private and state 
contributions of $970,000. Alt. #2 had 25 lots and private and state contributions of $245,000. 
There was considerable discussion as to what the purchase price of the land would be under the 
two alternatives, but no agreement was reached on this issue. There was discussion on the 
impact of the future development on town taxes, but there was no agreement on this issue. Mr. 
Blackett stated that the Trust requested the Town assign the rights. The Trust would then 
continue work on details of the plan and would prepare materials for Town Meeting this Fall. 
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At the end of the discussion, Board VOTED not to exercise its option of first refusal to purchase 
this land under MGL Ch. 61A, Section 14. Selectmen McAuliffe and Christensen voted for. 
Chairman Parry voted against. Motion carried. 


Attorney Pezzoni informed Kolleen Rask that he would keep her group apprised of the 
development of the Lebewohl property. She agreed to do so.

Anza, 38 Turnpike Road, by complainants: Mr. and Mrs. Frank Atchue (6 Brook Lane), Mr. and 
Mrs. Donald Neal (10 Brook Lane), Mr. and Mrs. Donald Banks (1 Lanes End), and Mr. and 
Mrs. Kenneth Morin (36 Turnpike Road). Chairman Parry read August 24, 1997 letter of 
complaint. All those who planned to testify were sworn in. At this time neither Mr. nor Mrs. 
Anza would swear in. Mr. Anza stated they had nothing to say. Also present were Police Chief 
William J. Colleary and Animal Control Officer Charles F. Hamel. They both reported on the 
complaints they had received to date. Chief Colleary received eight complaints regarding 
barking. Mr. Hamel received 28 complaints and stated that he received no biting complaints, just 
nuisance complaints--mainly dogs running freely everywhere in the neighborhood. 
Complainants testified that the dogs defecated on lawns, walkway to house, damaged flower beds 
and vegetable gardens, urinated under porch, etc. Fence does not keep them out, they are all 
over the yards continually. In Mr. Hamel’s opinion they are not viscous dogs - just uncontrolled 
nuisances. These dogs are not under control. If the problem continues, he would suggest during 
the day permanently restraining them at all times, i.e. fenced in, on a leash or tethered if outside 
the house. They should be kept inside at night. 


At 8:30 p.m. Mr. Anza decided that he would make a statement and was sworn in. He said the 
hound dog who did most of the barking was old and he had just about decided that the dog will 
be put down. He is willing to do so. The hound dogs are hunting dogs and have never been in the 
house. Mr. Anza blamed cats in the neighborhood for triggering the dogs to bark. He said his 
children let the dogs out in the daytime. Mr. Anza said the springer dog is going to be removed.. 


The complainants stated that they have tried many times to talk to Mr. Anza trying to resolve this 
problem but to no avail. 


Selectmen advised the complainants, that if there are any further problems, they should call the 
Animal Control Officer who will notify the Selectmen.

Mr. Boyle said that the new company - Bell Atlantic - will not allow 
anyone to attend any more hearings. Mrs. Conlin suggested that in the future, Mr. Boyle should 
send a narrative with the Petition for Joint Pole Location (with Massachusetts Electric Co.). Mr. 
Boyle explained that the driveway into the new post office and “Town Center” at 162 Cordaville 
Road is causing Bell Atlantic to put in two new poles, one pole to be removed and 4 existing 
poles to remain. Since no abutters appeared for or against this petition, the Board VOTED (2-0) 
to approved the plan as submitted: 

Cordaville Road: Place proposed Pole #67 approximately 280 feet north of the 

cornerline of Mt. Vickery Road on the easterly side of Cordaville Road and 

continuing in the northerly direction relocate Pole #66 approximately 175 feet on 

the same side of the road...2 new J.O. Poles, 1 existing J.O. Pole to be removed, 4 

existing J.O. poles to remain. 


7:40 p.m. to 7:45 p.m. Meeting with Arthur Holmes, Principal Assessor, regarding real estate 
taxes. Mr. Holmes asked the Board to sign a letter which is going to the Bureau of Accounts, 
Department of Revenue, requesting that the Assessors be given the authority to send a third 
quarterly estimated bill rather than the actual bill, The Assessors have been working on the 
certification. With the complexity of the changes, they are running out of time. If they don’t 
send out an estimated real estate tax bill now the April tax bill would have a tremendous impact 
when the tax rate had been set. A bill is being filed in the legislature that will provide this 
provision regarding certification requirements. In FY 1998 there are 141 communities being 
certified but only 76 have met that requirement. The Board VOTED (2-0) to request the Bureau 
of Local Assessment to allow the Town of Southborough to send out estimated tax bills for the 
third quarter, as recommended by the Board of Assessors. 


7:45 p.m. to 8:20 p.m. John Stock, representing several residents of Sadie Hutt Lane 
neighborhood, discussed his Special Town Meeting Article (#6 STM 12/10/97). Also present 
were Dr. and Mrs. Scott Ewing. The Article asks that a piece of land owned by the Town 
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(Assessors Map 74, Lot 51) at the intersection of Sears Road and Sadie Hutt Lane be designated 
as “Park Land”. Mr. Stock says the purpose of this Article is to keep that land in its natural state. 
The Ewings are concerned that the word “park” would mean parking problems, lighting, fencing, 
etc. of this piece of land. The Selectmen stated that action regarding this matter will be decided 
at the Special Town Meeting. 
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‘Town Center”, corner of Rt. 85 and Mt. Vickery Road. Selectmen requested Town 
Administrator to send another letter to the developer, Robert J. Depietri of Rosewood 


Development, stating that the Board is receiving complaints about the name. (First letter on this 
subject was sent on January 27, 1997.) The Board strongly urged that the project be renamed to 
something other than Town Center. 


Schipper Property, Fisher Road. Board noted November 24, 1997 letter from Stephen T. 
Johnson, Executive Director, Sudbury Valley Trustees. Letter stated that inadvertently the notice 
of exercise and assignment dated November 21, 1997 and sent to Mr. Schipper, omitted two 
items that were part of both the discussion and the Selectmen’s vote. This letter is to clarify the 
conditions under which the Selectmen voted to assign the Town’s first refusal option on the 
Schipper property to SVT. SVT agrees to the clarifications stated in this letter. Selectmen asked 
Town Administrator to check with Town Counsel as to whether this should be filed with the 
Registry of Deeds.
